sel Springs u iciilc unil Becomes Uu- 
managnblc—It Was Only l>y Constant 
liffort That tho Crnft Was Kept Ailoat 
Until They Could Bo Transferred. 
Boston, March 25.—The steamer On- 


tario, which arrived here from London, 
brought into, port 27 men, comprising 
the crew of the British ship Androsa, 
Captain Morgan, which was aban- 
doned at sea March S, SO miles west of 
Falmouth, England. The Androsa left 
San Francisco Oct. 
28 last year for 


London. She sprang ale;ik in a furious 
storm, became unmanageable aud was 
abandoned. 


The greater number of the rescued 


were well nigh helpless from exhaus- 
tion when taken from the Androsa, 
and they had been working at 
the 


pumps and at jettisoning tho cargo for 
many days and nights, without inter- 
mission. 


Several times during the battle with 


the elements men dropped from their 
places and were caried blow by their 
comrades, and after resting they would 
drag themselves back to the 
deck 


to again engage 
in the work even 


though in some cases they could not 
get upon their feet and worked while 
on their knees. 


After the rescue most of the men 


had to be put to bed on. board the 
steamer, but they are now fairly well 
and will probably be returned to Liv- 
erpool by steamer this week by British 
Consul^Stewart. 


When last seen the Androsa was 


fast settling, preparatory to taking her 
final plunge to the bottom. The lost 
vessel was an iron ship of 1,892 tons 
net, built by Oswald Morclannt & Com- 
pany, Southampton, in 1SS1, and was 
owned by B. F. and W. Roberts of 
Liverpool. 


She was valued at. about $125,000 and 


is said to be nearly covered by insur- 
ance in English companies, while 
American companies have large poli- 
ties on the cargo, consisting of about 
200 tons of grain and a large quantity 
of canned salmon, canned fruit, Cali- 
fornia wine and tallow. 


B U R N E D TO DEATH. 


Family of nn Iowa Man Perishes In the

The other 
children were burned until only a few 
charred bones remained.

Tho Mere Dismissal of Two Turkish Of- 


ficials Is Not Regarded Satllcleiit to 
Prevent Further Outrage*—Severe Pun- 
tshmeDt Suggested For Those Kespon- 
aiblc For the Slaughter at T«»k«t. 
Constantinople, March 25.- -The steps 


taken by the sultan 
to 
punish the 


Turkish officials who are held respon- 
sible for the massacre of 100 Arme- 
nians at Tokat, in the Sivas district of 
Asia Minor, and -the pillaging of the 
Armenian quarter of Tokat for eight 
hours, are not satisfactory to the am- 
bassadors of the powers, and 
unless 


there is a change in the situation very 
soon it is believed that some of the 
powers would be compelled by public 
opinion to make a radical change of 
their policy toward Crete and Greece. 


The remonstrance o<C Sir Philip Cur- 


rie, the British ambassador, was one 
of the strongest ever delivjjred by an 
ambassador concerning the massacres 
in Armenia, and was intended for a 
stern notification to the porte that 
further 
outbreaks in Armenia would 


not pass without vigorous action upon 
the part of the powers. 
\ 


The immediate result was the call- 


Ing of an extra meeting of the council 
of ministers at the yildiz kiosk, at tho 
end of which the ambassadors were 
notified that the sultan had ordered 
the dismissal of the prefect of police 
and chief of the gendarmes of Tokat 
for not preventing the massacres and 
for failing to promptly put an end to 
the pillaging of the Armenian quarter 
of that city. 


The mere dismissal of the two Turk- 


ish officials is not considered sufficient 
to demonstrate the displeasure of the 
sultan at the wanton killing of 100 
Armenians, and is further looked upon 
as being likely to encourage additional 
outbreaks of the same nature. 


Consequently Sir. Philip Currie has 


made fresh 
representations to the 


porte seting forth that serious conse- 
quences will follow the failure of the 
sultan to really punish those who are 
responsible for the Tokat outrage. 


The ambassadors met at the resi- 


dence of the British ambassador and 
thoroughly discussed the matter, after 
which clisr-atches were sent by those 
present to the capitals of the powers 
they represent.

An Interesting Philological 


France. 


The French author, Maurice Cabs, re- 


cently published 
in La Republique 


Francaise an essay about the restaurants 
and eatiiig houses of Paris, relating 
many interesting details. 
Hia story of 


how the term "restaurant" was first 
used is well worth repeating. For a long 
time inns and eating honsea in Franco 
were only intended for the benefit of 
traveling people, for the people took 
their meals at home, and restaurants 
were unknown. 
The first enterprise of 


tho kind waa founded in Paris in 1765. 
A citizen by the name of Boulanger 
opened in the Rue desPoulies au eating 
house where soup, meat, fowl aud eggs 
were served. 
A chronicler relates that 


meals were served there on small, round, 
marble tables, and everything was scru- 
pulously clean. 


Over the entry to this first eating 


house the proprietor had hung a sign, 
upon which were the Latin words, "Ve- 
uite ad me omnes quse atoinacho labora- 
tis, et ego restaurabo vos" {Come unto 
rne all ye whose stomachs need attention, 
and I will restore them). This is a par- 
ody on the well known Biblical quota- 
tion, "Come unto me all ye who labor 
and are heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest,'' only in place of labor and heavy 
laden he said, " whose stomachs need at- 
tention." The word "restaurabo," from 
the Latin "restaurare" (restore or re- 
fresh), was the main characteristic of the 
new establishment and gave it its name. 
Boulanger amassed a large fortune, for 
his enterprise proved eminently success- 
ful, but he was soon imitated, some of 
his imitators becoming more famous 
than he, like Borel, at whose place 130 
years ago meals could be had for 150 
francs ($30) per cover.
